The steamship Amlral Duperre arrived to-day from Hongkong - via 
Japanese ports, said vessel having failed to procure a bill of health at 
Hongkongand havingdisregarded the requirements of the United States 
quarantine regulations at Shanghai. While everyone was well on board 
at the time of 'arrival, I placed the vessel in quarantine and sent 264 
steerage passengers to the quarantine station. Supplies for disinfect- 
ing the vessel were delivered on board, but afterwards removed, for 
the reason that the vessel preferred to proceed to San Francisco for 
disinfection.
